"The White House, 
Washington, D.

"I have been greatly shocked 
and deeply grieved to learn of 
the sudden deaf h of your dis­ 
tinguished brother. Senator Pen­ 
rose. The shock Is all the greater 
since it is only a few days ago 
that he expressed the hope, dur­ 
ing a personal call at the White 
House, that he soon expected 
to give his full energies to the 
solution of pending public prob­ 
lems. From my long acquaint­ 
ance, and my term of public 
service, with him, I came to 
have a very high regard for his 
exceptional ability and his fine 
estimate of public duty. His per­ 
sonal side was one of great de­ 
light to all who knew him well.” 
WARREN G. HARDING. 
While quoting from the President, 
the following letter from him to 
me. doted January 12, 1922, may be 
of interest: 
“The White House, 
Washington, 
January 12, 1922. 
My dear Mr. Taylor: 
In clearing up some mail on 
my desk I find that under date 
of December twenty-ninth, and 
posted at 9 P. M. on December 
thii ty-first, 
Senator 
Penrose 
wrote me about a matter of 
politics in which he was inter­ 
ested. 
It only calls to mind, whether 
the signature is actually his, 
how sturdily he held his head 
up and faced the future with- 
unconquerable 
courage 
and 
hopefulness. Somehow I place 
a special value on thb letter, 
even though I am aware that 
he may have had precious little 
participation in either its dic­ 
tation 
or 
signing. 
I 
merely 
wanted you to know that I have 
noted it with care and interest. 
Very sincerely, 
WARREN G. HARDING.”

W ith his manifold responsibilities 
and duties he took tim e out to write 
me this letter. W hat a kind, thought­ 
ful and hum ane person he was! 
W ith the Penrose house almost 
hermetically sealed, and forbidden 
to s^e or communicate with anyone, 
I spent one of the gloomiest and 
saddest weeks of my life. I could 
hear the 
celebrated Philadelphia 
M ummers’ Parade passing up Broad 
Street, nearby, but could not see it 
because of the shuttered windows. 
One cf the Penrose brothers would 
pay me a dally visit to check on 
how I was getting along, and to in­ 
quire w hether the servants were 
keeping me 
comfortable. Beyond 
this I was absolutely alone with the 
lifeless rem ains of the m an with 
whom I had lived and woiked for 
the past 18 years. It was an Inde­ 
scribable experience, and I would 
not care to repeat it. 
Pending the day of the funeral, 


into the grave, and, as per a pre­ 
arranged plan, our little party stood 
in silence, with bowed heads, for 
what seemed to me five or more 
minutes. T he utm ost solemnity per­ 
vaded the entire precedings, and my 
emotions were more deeply touched 
than at any other time in my life. 
To clarify the absence of a clergy­ 
man, I should explain that this was 
not because of any disbelief in the 
Christian religion, or in the ex­ 
istence of a Suprem e Being. All 
present 
were 
affiliated 
with 
the 
Church, but the Penroses held th at 
the demise and burial of one of 
their num ber was strictly a family 
m atter, and believed in confining 
everything related to it, including 
the last rites, to members of tile 
family. The late Senator’s ideas on 
the subject, often expressed to me, 
were, th a t one makes his advent 
into this world with the utm ost 
privacy, and he sh o u U L itairt in JJic 
same m anner.
